Castle Golf Club, Rathfarnham. 
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The photograph shows the new golf club- 
house for the Castle Golf Club, Rathfarnham, 
which is to be formally opened on Saturday 
by the President, Lord Glenavy. 

The building of this new clubhouse was 
started in July, 1925, and was convpleted 
about two months ago. It is constructed of 
11” cavity concrete block walls, finisned in 
white, rough cast on the outside anró. covered 
with tiled roof, with wide overhanging eaves. 
The building is distinctly Italian in feeling, 
the site and surroundings having suggested 
the adoption of this style to the architects. 

On the ground floor the accommodation 
consists of a verandah, lounge hall, com- 
mittee room, secretary’s office, men’s locker 
room, ladies’ sittingroom and ladies’ locker 
room and lavatory. The men’s lavatory 
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block and staff guarters, which existed, áre 
linked up with the new building. 

The upper floor, which is approached by a 
main staircase from the lounge, contains a 
large diningroom, 41’ 6” x 22’ 0”, with 
French windows, opening out on to a wide 
balcony, which overlooks the principal parts 
of the golf course. The bar and card-room 
are situated on one side of the diningroom, 
and the kitchen, service and staff diningroom 
are situated on the opposite side. 

The total width of the new building is 89’ 
and the depth 53’. 

The architects are Messrs. John J. Robin- 
son, F.R.LA.L, and R. C. Keefe, M.R.1.A.L., 
of 8 Merrion square, Dublin. .

TAPPING A NEW SOURCE. 

A White Paper issued by the Ministry of 
Education last February contained a compre- 
hensive account of the new scheme. It 
pointed out that the existing method of re- 
cruiting candidates for admission to teachers’ 
training colleges, mainly from boys and girls 
who had given monitorial service in primary 
schools, had been abandoned in most countries 
on the ground that it did not provide the 
candidate teachers with such a course—either 
of professional training or-of general educa- 
tion—as would enable them to profit by the 
course in a training college. The monitorial 
system really resulted in a “ serious wastage 
of time, energy and public money, since, 
apart from the fact that about 86 per cent. of 
the monitors failed to obtain admission to the 
training colleges, those who did gain admis- 
sion were rarely sufficiently well educated to 
derive full benefit from the training given in 
the colleges.’’ Hence the proposed prepara- 
tory college scheme which the Ministry ex- 
pects will enable it to tap a hitherto neglected 
source of supply—the pupils of the primary 
schools in the Gaelthacht whose parents have 
not sufficient means to extend their children’s 
education beyond the National School course. 

The preparatory colleges, according to the 
Ministry, provide a school in which recruits 
for the teachers’ profession will he taught, not 
in the isolation of National Schools, and in 
ones, twos, and threes, but in numbers sufii- 
ciently large ‘‘to permit the advantages of a 
collective life and the influence of the forma- 
tive elements connected with youthful com- 
panionship in work; a school in whieh the 
young candidates for the profession will be 
assembled in distinct homogeneous groups, so 
that their teaching and training may be con- 
stantly inspired by the special purpose in 
view. 

THE PROFESSORIAL STAFFS. 

Of the four colleges which the Ministry will 
open for the reception of pupils during the 
next few weeks, one will be at’ Burnham 
House. Dingle, and another in Donegal. The 
Catholic boys’ college for Dublin will be 
Marlborough Hall, Glasnevin—the former 
Training College for Protestant and Catholic 
girls—but the education authorities have yet 
to decide on the location of the proposed pre- 
paratory college for Protestant pupils.

Addressing a party of journalists to-day, 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs contra- 
dicted the report that Belgium would 
renounce re-election to the Council of the 
League of Nations. 

“The moment,” he added, “is a bad 
one for Belgium to go out, or be got out, 
with Germany preparing to come in in 
conformity with the promises of all the 
signatories of the Locarno Treaty.” 

M. Vandervelde went on to point out that 
at the time of the Locarno meeting the matter 
was discussed at length by him with Dr. 
Stresemann and Dr. Luther, to whom he ex- 
plained the Belgian standpoint, and that the 
German diplomatists were entirely of his 
opinion. 

Dr. Luther declared that he considered 
Belgium to be one of the pillars of the 
Council. 

The Minister added that Belgium associated 
herself with the decisions of the Special Com- 
mission which examined the question last 
June, and that on the meeting of the 30th 
inst. Belgium would admit the resolutions 
of the special Commission without; however, 
rejecting a priori any suggestion giving satis- 
faction to Poland or Spain, and without, at 
the same time, opposing amendments that 
micht be made in the Commission’s resolu- 
tions, provided such amendments in no way 
infringed the elective rights of the Assembly.

MR. COOK TO MEET SIR A. 
STEEL MAITLAND. 


The Miners’ Federation officials, who, after 
consulting at their London headquarters yes- 
terday morning, left together on a mysterious 
errand, believed to be connec with the 
opening of fresh negotiations for settlement, 
returned to Russell square late in the after- 
noon. Reticence continues to be observed. 
and Mr. Cook, in answer to inquiries, said 
that there was no report to make. 

Later, however, the Press Association was 
informed that Mr. Cook had been in com- 
munication with the Ministry of Labour re- 
garding the coal situation, and that as a re- 
sult the Ministry were in consultation with 
Sir Arthur Steel Maitland, who is in Scotland. 

In his communication with the Ministry, it 
is understood that Mr. Cook definitely asked 
for a meeting with the Labour Minister, who 
has been left in charge of the situation by the 
Government. The message was passed on to 
sir Arthur Steel Maitland, who is expected to 
return to London immediately. He probably 
will travel all night. 

It is understood that Mr. Cook merely 
asked for an interview, without indicating on 
what particular point he desired to see Sir 
Arthur Steel Maitland. 

There was no disposition in well-informed 
quarters last night to build high hopes on the 
fact that a meeting has been sought. If the 
move should prove to be of first-class import- 
ance the Prime Minister, who is at Aix-les- 
Bains, and has been supplied with frequent 
reports on the situation, would return to Lon- 
don. Defore leaving for the Continent Mr. 
Raldwin intimated to Mr. Cook that a Minis- 
ter would be ready to see him at any time. 

Asked yesterday if an Executive meeting 

had vet been called, Mr. Cook replied :— I 
cannot say anything at present.” On his at- 
tention being called to a report that he was 
meeting Sir Robert Hadfield to discuss a 
scheme for the establishment of a National 
Industrial Council, Mr. Cook said that he had 
not met Sir Robert Hadfield, and knew 
nothing about it.

A newly-constructed machine for harvesting 
sugar beet was demonstrated at a farm at 
Crowland, near Peterborough, yesterday. The 
implement, it is claimed, will solve, to a 
great extent, the difficulties which exist at 
present in regard to obtaining manual labour 
for harvesting the beet crops. 
Lhe machine, a similar type of which has 
been used in America, is known as the Grev- 
hound Sugarbeet Harvester. It tops, lifts 
and cleans the beet, and finally denosits the 
product in heaps. 
The topper consists of a power-driven tread 
belt, which travels over the tops of the beet, 
holding them firmly for a revolving cutter to 
remove the tops and throw them aside. Two 
lifter points take the beet from the ground 
on to two outwardly revolving augers, and a 
travelling chain belt holds the beet in the 
augers, which, by revolving, clean the beet 
as they are conveyed to the topper. This is 
unjoaded at will by pressure of a foot lever 
near the driver's seat. 
The advantages of the machine are that it 
ensures a quick and dependable harvest, saves 
the net total cost of hand labour, and leaves 
the field in good condition for ploughing. It 
can be operated by one man. 
It is estimated that three acres of beet can 
be lifted in an eight-hour day by one machine. 
The average yield per acre last year on the 
farm where the demonstration took place was 
174 tons. At the same rate of yield some 
we tons a day could be lifted.

fuel, wages, depreciation, etc., is about £1 
per acre, which compafes with an average 
ot at present of £4 per acre. The price is

THE COLLEGE COURSE. 

The college course extends over four years, 
at the end of the second year the pupil being 
required to pass the Intermediate Certificate 
examination and at the end of the fourth year 
the examination for the secondary Leaving 
Certificate. Pupils will, in addition, in their 
final vear, be required to practise teaching for 
three hours each week either in the elementary 
classes of the college or in a selected national 
school. Having successfully completed the full 
college course, they will be eligible for ad- 
mission to a training college within two years 
from the date of their final examination. 
Only those parents or guardians whose means 
permit it will be required to nay the normal 
fee of £40 a year for each pupil. 

The cost of the scheme to the State will be 
about £150,000, and the annual expenditure 
on the upkeep of the colleges will, it is 
estimated, be about £51,000, as a partial set- 
off against which there will be a saving due to 
the disappearance of monitors. 


IRISH PRIMARY SCHOOL IN DUBLIN. 
Simultaneously with the announcement of 
the opening next month of four of the new 
preparatory colleges comes the announce- 
ment, also by the Ministry, of the establish- 
ment of a new primary school at Marlborough 
street, Dublin. This institution is being pro- 
vided exclusively for Irish-speaking pupils, 
and will be under the management of the 
Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, Archbis eo Dublin, 
and a representative of the Ministry of 
Education. The teaching staff will consist of

Not a little curiosity was aroused at the 
numerous cafés of a well-known catering firm 
in London when during-.a busy period of:

Some little time later they were returned 
with a plain piece of white paper pasted over 
the portrait of a titled medical man, which 
accompanied the reproduction of an article on 
athletes’ diet, published under the auspices 
of the new Health Society, of which the prac- 
titioner referred to, Sir W. Arbuthnot Lane, 
is the President. 

This was the second day’ on which the 
photograph had appeared, and in the mean- 
time it was intimated to the firm that the 
British Medical Association strongly objected 
to the publeation, it being understood that it 
infringed the rules of the profession as to 
self-advertisement, 

Sir Arbuthnot is abroad, and is, therefore, 
unacquainted with the fact that his portrait 
had been given such publicity. 

The General Secretary of the New Health 
Society said that he did not know till Tues- 
day evening that the photograph had been 
shown. on the menus. He got in touch with 
the firm, who at once expressed their willing- 
ness to withdraw it. They explained that 
they were unaware that the medical profes- 
sion, as a whole, objected to the publication 
of photographs of the kind, and to headlings 
or other matter which might be construed as 
an attempt on the part of the medical men 
to advertise themselves.

Before Mr. Justice Johnston, sitting as 
Vacation Judge in the Law Courts, Dublin, 
esterday, Mr. James J, Walsh (instructed by 
écin Porter, Morris and Co.) applied on 
behalf of the plaintiffs in the case of W. 
Vernon and Sons, Lid., Liverpool, v. Henry 
Harrington, Castletown Bere, for an order 
holding that a writ which had been served on 
the defendant’s wife was properly served. 
He said that the plaintifis were millers and 
merchants in ‘Liverpool, and the defendant 
was a general merchant. The action was 
brought to recover £153 17s.. balance alleged 
to be due for goods sold and delivered. 
defendant was in America, and his wife had 
been served with the writ. 

Mr. Justice Johnston gave leave to sub- 
stitute service of writ on the defendant's wife. 


INJ'ERPLEADER SUMMONS. 

In an action in which the Governor and 
Company of the Bank of Ireland were plain- 
tiffs, and William P. Gleeson, William 
O’Dwyer, Michael Ryan, Kate Ryan and 
Patrick Ryan were defendants, 

Mr. Michael Dawson, solicitor, on behalf of 
the sub-sheriff of Tipperary, moved on an 
interpleader summons in which Kate Ryan 
was the claimant. He said that all the parties 
concerned were asked to attend in Chambers 
at the Law Courts that day on the hearing of 
an application on the part of the under- 
sheriff for the County of Tipperary for an 
order that the plaintiffs and the claimant 
appear and state the nature and particulars of 
their. claims to the goods and chattels seized 
uhder a writ of fieri facias issued in the 
action—namely, seven cows and thirteen dry 
cattle, seized by the under-sheriff on the lands 
of Huntsgrove, where one of the déefendants— 
Kate Ryan—resides, and impounded by the 
sheriff in the pound at Thurles. 

Mr. Dawson said that the claimant, Kate 
Ryan, had made an affidavit stating that she 
was the widow of Denis Ryen, of Huntsgrove 
who died intestate in 1917, leaving her an 
Ellen Ryan, Patrick Ryan, Thomas Ryan, 
Mary Ryan, Annie Ryan, Kathleen Ryan and 
Denis Ryan, his children and next-of-kin, 
surviving him. Letters of administration were 
granted to her in 1917, but she had not yet 
administered the estate. All the lands, assets 
and chattels now in her possession were the 
personal property of the deceased, and she 
stated positively that the cows and cattle 
seized by the under-sheriff were part of the 
unadministered estate of the deceased. She 
further stated that the judgments were ob- 
tained against Patrick Ryan and herself in 
their personal capacities, and that the cattle 
could not be lawfully sold to satisfy the judg- 
ments, All the next-of-kin and herself were 
entitled to their shares of the personal estate 
of Denis Ryan, and she asked for an order 
restoring the cows and cattle, or the proceeds 
of the sale thereof, to her as admiunistratrix of 
Denis Ryan. 

Mr. A. H. Burne (instructed by Messrs. 
Rutherford), for the Bank of Ireland, asked 
for an order directing the under-sheriff to sell 
the cattle and to lodge the proceeds in court. 

Mr. Paul McCarthy (instructed by Mr. 
McGrath), for Kate Ryan. said that the value 
of the cattle was under £300, and the issue 
could be decided in the local Circuit Court. 

Mr. Burne said that, the. original action 
being for more than £300, the Circuit Court 
had not jurisdiction. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that the issue 
would be whether the cattle formed part of 
the assets of Denis Ryan. He directed the 
under-sheriff to sell the cattle and lodge the 
money iin court, and that the issue be tried in 
the High Court by a judge without a jury. 


MANDATORY INJUNCTION. 


In the case of the Earl of Leitrim v. Hay 
and another, Mr. McMenamin (instructed bv 
Messrs. Osborne and Co.) applied on behalf 
of the plaintiff for a mandatory injunction 
compelling the defendant, John. Duthie. fish 
merchant, of Downings, Co. Donegal, in de- 
fault of entering an appearance or delivering 
& defence in the action brought to restrain 
the defendant from erecting any building to 
be used as a hotel, restaurant, licensed house 
or other premises on the lands of Magherabeg, 
adjoining the Rosapenna Hotel, Co. Donegal, 
to take down and remove the building com- 
menced by him there. Mrs. Hay, he stated, 
had sold the property and gone away, and 
there was no appearance on behalf of Mr. 
Duthie. 

_Mr. Justice Johnston granted the applica- 
tion, with costs against Mr. Duthie. 


PAWNBROKERS’ HOURS. 


NENAGH PROSECUTION UNDER 
138 YEARS OLD ACT. 

Defending a pawnbroker — Cornelius 
Corrigan—who was prosecuted at Nenagh 
District Court for taking in a pledge after 
the scheduled time—7 p.m.—Mr, J. H. 
Dudley, solicitor, said that the case was 
brought under an Act which was 138 years 
old, and had not been observed in Ireland 
for a great many years. 

The defendant stated he had been thirty 
years in business as a pawnbroker. He had 
made inquiries, and had found that there 
were three cases brought under the Act in 
Cork in fifty years, and they were all with- 
drawn or dismissed on the grounds of 
“antique legislation”. If the Act was 
enforced in Nenagh, he added, both Mr. 
Flannery and himself could close up their 
pawnoftices. In Dublin there were different 
hours observed for the different days of the 
week, 

The Justice (Mr. J. M. Flood) said that he 
agreed with Mr. Dudley that the Act was 
not in force throughout the country, and 
considered that it wovld be a hardship to 
enforce it in Nenagh. It would be very easy 
fo have a small bill passed throngh the Dail 
to change the present Act. He would deal 
with Mr. Corrmgan under the Probation of 
Offenders’ Act, and direct Superintendent 
O'Connor ta communicate with the proper 
authorities on the matter with the view of 
having the Act changed
